When we think of all the beauty 
which human eyes seldom behold, but 
ere only often enough to know of its 
existence.we gain a new thought. Many 
a brilliant sunset occurs in the far 
oceans where no ships sail. 
Many a

the Jungle where no human foot has 
penetrated. 
Many a striking effect of 
light and shade, or tender glow of 
aemi-twilight. or strange picturesque 
formation of mist and cloud, occurs 
In the remote arctic regions, if what 
returned explorers tell us is true. There 
are many forms of beauty here upon 
cur earth of which we, its Inhabitants, 
•re almost unaware and which only 
God sees. 


The dedication of a monument to 
Francis Scott Key in his native city 
was chiefly a tribute to the man who 
wrote “The Star-Spangled 
Banner.” 
The memorial likewise honors 
one 
who wrote to his friend. John R an­ 
dolph of Roanoke: 
” 1 agree with you 
that the ‘state of society is radically 
vicious.* and that it is there the rem­ 
edy is to be applied. Put down party 
spirit; stop the corruptions of party 
elections; legislate not for the next 
election, but for the next century.’ 
Few statesmen are poets, and perhaps 
It is well that prose-writing lawmak­ 
ers are in the large majority. 
Key, 
however, showed a spirit worthy of 
high statesmanship when he wrote the 
Bentence8 quoted, which are 
almost 
sufficient to entitle him to be called an 
early reformer cf the republic.

Washington, Sept. 28.—Nothing lins 
been heard from tho American mili­ 
tary commission at Havana since the 
cablegram of 
yesterday 
anounclng 
that the Comal would be permitted to 
land supplies at Matanzas. The au­ 
thorities here feel th at by consenting 
to the entry of the vessel with food 
supplies tho Spanish officials in a large 
measure ridded Hie evacuation of the 
urgency that attached to it. So long 
as the Cubans, starving and naked, 
xvere denied the relief that might come 
to them from the United States gov­ 
ernm ent and Red Cross, there was a 
powerful reason for insisting upon the 
Immediate evacuation of Cuba by the 
Spanish government officials in order 
th at taking possession ourselves we 
might succor the distressed Cubans. 
Now% however, that our government is 
free to do this under existing condi­ 
tions, there Is not the same necessity 
for haste and the w ar department will 
not be obliged 
to 
force 
American 
troops in numbers into Cuba in the 
very worst part of the season, so far 
as health conditions 
nre 
concerned 
Tho daily reports that come to the de­ 
partm ent from Santiago make It ap­ 
parent that even among the immune 
regiments, made up, as some of them 
are. of negroes, supposed to be almost 
exempt from attacks of climatic fe­ 
vers, 
M a c h S i c k n e s s P r e v a i l s 
and it is only a fair assumption that 
the ordinary troops would suffer more 
v ore they now sent into Cuba. There­ 
fore while the Americans and Spanish 
commissioners 
at 
Havana 
are still 
flecking to reach an agreement as to 
the time to be allowed for evacuating 
the island, it may be said that the 
president expects that the result will 
tie ii compromise between the dates 
mentioned on each side, and that the 
movement will begin towards the lat­ 
ter part of October and will be con­ 
cluded soon after New Years. This 
will accord very well with the plans 
of the wrar department, as it will en­ 
able it to avoid sending to Cuba anv 
considerable number of soldiers until 
the healthy season is well under way. 
It is the present purpose to make the 
replacement of the Spanish forces in 
detail, riot sending over any large ex­ 
pedition, but establishing a garrison 
a t one point after another, beginning 
probably a t the western end of the 
island. The authorities have reached 
the conclusion, In view of the spirit 
Allown by the Cubans, as reported to 
It. that it will not be necessary to have 
nearly so large a force to garrison tho 
Island as was at first anticipated, and 
it is thought now that no more than 
20,000 men will be requited.

Cbiof Constructor Hiohboru of the 
United Staten navy in an interview him 
the following to say about the results of 
the war with Spain and its effoot on 
naval matters, says the Now York Stin: 
“ The war has taught us what some 
of us already held, that the torpedo boat 
is not the formidable engine of war 
which it has been credited with being. 
The naval battles of tho future, as of 
tho paKt, will be fought by the most 
powerful engines of naval wurfaro that 
enn he constructed. 
The battleship, in 
spite of its great cost, will continue to 
occupy the prominent place. The tor­ 
pedo boat will have its uses, but they 
will not he the most important uses of 
u naval engagement. 
During tho war 
Just closed the torpedo boat was prac­ 
tically of in* use at. all. Just boforo the 
outbreak of hostilities 
there was a 
grout scare on account of the flotilla of 
torpedo boats and torpedo boat destroy­ 
ers which was said to he on its way 
across the Atlantic from the Capo Verde 
islands. 
“ When the war actually oanio, wo 
hoard nothing more about them until 
they were destroyed. 
In fact, torpedo 
boats wore not used by either combatant 
except occasionally for dispatch boats, 
a duty to which other craft might ho 
more 
advantageously assigned. 
Tho 
Winslow, it is true, was sent into tho 
harbor of Cardenas to recounoitor, but 
this was gunboat service and not the 
work for which a torpedo boat is in­ 
tended. As for the Spanish boats, there 
was really nothing to fetir from them. 
Sigsbee made quick workxof the Terror 
off Han Jnan, although tlio Ht. Paul, 
which ho commanded, was exactly tho 
kind of a vessel, unarinored and pre­ 
senting a full side, that torpodoes might 
be expected todnfiict damage on. The 
Furor and tho Pluton were among tho 
very best and most modern of the de­ 
stroyer class, and yet the Gloucester, 
which is monvly a converted yacht, de­ 
feated them both. 
“ The war has taught us to rely on 
our great battleships and cruisers w’lth 
absolute confidence. Hitherto tho ques­ 
tion has'been open to fair discussion in 
tho absence of any practical illustration 
of their work in actual warfare. 
Hut 
now wo know what th ey can do. Tho 
two vessels which, as ships of war, 
have given the best account of them­ 
selves on thoir merits, without regard 
to the manner in which they were han­ 
dled—although that, of course, was 
abovo criticism with all our ships—are 
tho Oregon and Brooklyn, and these are 
typofi of vessels which are likoly to 
come more and moro In vogue, not only 
in tho American navy, but in tho navies 
of foreign powers. 
Battleships will he 
built moro and moro on tin* Oregon plan, 
with greater speed, if possible, without 
interfering with their effectiveness as 
fighting machines. 
“ Wo can sjHjak from actual exporionoo 
now on a great many questions W’ith re­ 
gard to which wo could only theorize 
three months ago. 
Wo know, for in­ 
stance, that drydocks are needed large 
enough to receive our biggest ships and 
numerous enough to prevent the neces­ 
sity of their lying Jong without repair 
or without having their bottoms cleaned. 
Our lirst class fighting ships have been 
in bad condition almost from tho begin­ 
ning of the war simply because we did 
not have dooks large enough to put 
them into, aud, although our smaller 
craft have been so nearly exempt from 
injury in actual combat, it has been 
impossible to repair them speedily bo- 
canso wo had not enough docks capable 
of accommodating even thorn. 
“ Tho war has shown, too, that tho 
bottoms of aU our ships should ho cop­ 
per sheathed, so that tiiey can bo kept 
at sea without tho necessity of too fre­ 
quent docking for cleaning. At present 
not one of our important ships is copper 
sheathed. Tho only sheathed vessels in 
the navy are the six gunboats of the 
Annapolis and Marietta classes and tho 
New Orleans and Albany, which we 
bought from tho Brazilian government 
at tho outbreak of the war. 
With cop­ 
per sheathed bottoms our ships would 
bo at a great advantage in long cruises, 
such as are apt to bo frequent now that 
the war has brought into our possession 
far distant colonies. 
“ Perhaps tho most important lesson 
whieli we have learned is the necessity 
of making our fighting ships fireproof. 
At Manila and at Santiago the Spanish 
ships took firo, and they suffered as much 
or more from this cause as from tho im­ 
pact of our shells. Now, it is not at all 
necessary that a sholl in striking a ship 
should set firo to it. 
It is necessary to 
have a certain amount of woodwork in 
every vessel, although so far us is prac­ 
ticable it is dispensed with. There are 
some things about even a fighting ship 
for which no satisfactory substitute for 
wood has ever been found. 
But it is 
quite feasible to make such wood as 
must be used fireproof by a chemical 
process which has been employed in tho 
woodwork of some of our gunboats. The 
wood is mineralized, if you may use 
that term, by being impregnated with 
phosphate of ammonia, and after this 
process has been undergone it is impos­ 
sible to burn it. 
There lias been some j 
question hitherto as to the advisability } 
of treating tho wood of our warships in 
this way, and various objections have : 
been raised to the increase in weight, 
tho damage dono to clothes by being in- I 
closed in chests made of wood so treated 
and so on. 
But all these objections are j 
trivial when the aim to be secured is 
borne in mind. Tho work will cost a 
little more, to be sure, but the addi­ 
tional cost cannot be considered in rela­ 
tion to the increased safety secured to 
our ships of war. 
I expect that in tho 
future there will bo no woodwork 
aboard an American man-of-war which 
is not absolutely fireproof. ”

Chief Constructor Hiohborn of the 
United States navy in an interview has 
the following to say about tho results of 
the war with Spain and its effect on 
naval matters, says the Now York Sun: 
"Tho war has taught us what sorno 
of us already held, that the torpedo boat 
is not the formidable engine of war 
which it has been credited with being. 
The naval battles of the future, as of 
the past, will be fought by the most 
powerful engines of naval warfare that 
can be constructed. 
The battleship, in 
spite of its great cost, will continuo to 
occupy the prominent place. Tho tor­ 
pedo boat will have its uses, but they 
w ill not be tho most important uses of 
9 naval engagement. During tho war 
Just ok)sod the torpedo boat was prac­ 
tically of no uso at all. Just boforo the 
outbreak of hostilities 
there was a 
great scare on account of the flotilla of 
torpedo boats and torpedo boat destroy­ 
ers which was said to be on its way 
across the Atlantic from the*Oape Verde 
islands. 
"W hen the faar actually came, we 
heard nothing more about them until 
they were destroyed. In faot, torpedo 
boats were not used by either combatant 
except occasionally for dispatch boats, 
a duty to which other craft might be 
more 
advantageously assigned. 
Tho 
Winslow, it is true, was sent into the 
harbor of Cardenas to reconnoiter, but 
this was gunboat service and not the 
work for whioh a torpedo boat is in­ 
tended. As for tho Spanish boats, there 
was really nothing to fear from them. 
Sigsbee made quick worlorof the Terror 
off San Juan, although the St. Paul, 
whioh he commanded, was exactly the 
kind of a vessel, unarmored and pre­ 
senting a full side, that torpedoes might 
be expected todnflict damage on. The 
Furor and the Pluton were among the 
very best and most modern of the de­ 
stroyer olass, and yet tho Gloucester, 
which is merely a converted yacht, de­ 
feated them both. 
"The war has taught us to rely on 
our groat battleships and cruisers with 
absolute confidence. Hitherto tho ques­ 
tion has’been open to fair discussion in 
the absence of any practical illustration 
of their work in actual warfare. 
But 
now we know w hat they can do. The 
two vessels whioh, as ships of war, 
have given the best account of them­ 
selves on their merits, without regard 
to tho manner in which they wore han­ 
dled—although that, of course, was 
above criticism w ith all our ships—are 
the Oregon and Brooklyn, and those are 
typen of vessels which are likely to 
come more and moro in vogue, not only 
in tho American navy, but in the navies 
of foreign powers. Battleships will be 
built moro and moro on the Oregon plan, 
w ith greater speed, if possible, without 
interfering w ith their effectiveness as 
fighting machines. 
" We can speak from actual experience 
now on a great many questions with re­ 
gard to which we could only theorize 
three months ago. 
We know, for in­ 
stance, that drydocks are needed largo 
enough to receive our biggest ships and 
numerous enough to prevent the neces­ 
sity of their lying long without repair 
or without having their bottoms oloaued. 
Our first class fighting ships have beon 
in bad condition almost from tho begin­ 
ning of the war simply because we did 
not have dooks large enough to put 
them into, and, although our smaller 
oraft havo been so nearly exempt from 
injury in actual combat, it has been 
impossible to repair them speedily be­ 
cause wo had not enough docks capable 
of accommodating even them. 
"Tho war has shown, too, that the 
bottoms of aff our ships should bo cop­ 
per sheathed, so that they can bo kept 
at sea w ithout the necessity of too fre­ 
quent docking for cleaning. At present 
not one of our important ships is copper 
sheathed. Tho only sheathed vessels in 
the navy are tho six gunboats of the 
Annapolis and Marietta classes and tho 
New Orleans and Albany, which wo 
bought from tho Brazilian government 
at tho outbreak of tile war. 
W ith cop­ 
per sheathed bottoms our ships would 
bo at a great advantage in long cruises, 
such as are apt to be) frequent now that 
the war has brought into our possession 
far distant colonies. 
"Perhaps tho most important lesson 
which we have learned is tho necessity 
of making our fighting ships fireproof. 
At Manila and at Santiago the Spanish 
ships took tiro, and they suffered as much 
or moro from this cause us from tho im­ 
pact of our shells. Now, it is not at all 
necessary that a shell in striking a ship 
should set fire to it. It is necessary to 
have a certain amount of woodwork in 
every vessel, although so far as is prac­ 
ticable it is dispensed with. There are 
some things about even a fighting ship 
for which no satisfactory substitute for 
wood has ever been found. 
But it is 
quite feasible to make such wood as 
must be used fireproof by a chemical 
process which has been employed in tho 
woodwork of some of our gunboats. The 
wood is mineralized, if you may use 
that term, by being impregnated with 
phosphate of ammonia, and after this 
process has been undergone it is impos­ 
sible to burn it. 
There has been some 
question hitherto as to the advisability 
of treating tho wood of our warships in 
this way, and various objections havo 
been raised to the increase in woight, 
tho damage done to clothes by being in­ 
closed in chests made of wood so treated 
and so on. 
But all these objections are 
trivial when the aim to bo secured is 
borne in mind. Tho work will oost a 
little more, to be sure, but the addi­ 
tional cost cannot bo considered in rela­ 
tion to the increased safety secured to 
our ships of war. 
I expect that in tho 
future there will bo no woodwork 
aboard an American man-of-war which 
not absolutely fireproof.”

DAIRY AND POULTRY. 


H ow O strlche* Run. 


Considerable misconception prevails 
as to the manner in which the ostrich 
runs. 
It seems to he still generally 
held that when running it spreads out 
its wings, and aided by them skims 
lightly over the ground. 
This is not 
correct. When a bird really settles it­ 
self to run it holds its head lower 
than usual and a little forward, with a 
deep loop in the neck. The neck vi­ 
brates sinuously, but the head remains 
steady, thus enabling the bird, even at 
top speed to look around with u nshak­ 
en glance in any direction. The wings 
lie along the sides about on a level 
with or a little higher than the back, 
and are held loosely, just free of the 
plunging “thigh.” There is no attempt 
to hold them extended or to derive any 
assistance from them as organs of 
flight. When an ostrich, after a hard 
run, is very tired its wings s’ometimes 
droop; this is duo to exhaustion. They 
are never, by a running bird exerting 
itself to the utmost, held out away 
from the sides to lighten its weight or 
increase its pace. But the wings appear 
to be of great service in turning, en­ 
abling the bird to double abruptly even 
when going at top speed.—From the 
Zoologist.

P o o d I n f l u e n c e uti M ilk. 


When all factors are taken into ac­ 
count, it can easily be seen that a 
possible effect of the food on the milk 
must be reduced to a very small pro­ 
portion Indeed, writes P. McConnell in 
Agricultural Gazette, England. 
It is 
of 
course 
acknowledged 
that 
the 
amount of food, and the richness of 
the name, influence the quantity of the 
milk, and that this influence is imme­ 
diate, and It has been shown that the 
nature of the food has a very great 
influence on the percentage of cream 
which can be taken off milk by the 
o!*l fiat pan system, or the proportion 
of butter which can be made out of a 
given quantity of milk, by even the 
most modern appliances; but this in­ 
fluence operates actually, without in ­ 
fluencing the analysis of the milk it­ 
self. 
The amount of cream thrown up 
on milk is such a misleading 
guide 
that it has long ago been given up in 
the milking tests of the British Dairy 
Farm ers’ Association, and we now de­ 
pend 
on 
an 
analysis 
alone, 
while 
American 
experiments 
have 
shown 
that in the amount of butter which can 
he recovered from a given quantity of 
milk there may be a variation of as 
much as 50 per cent, depending on the 
nature of the food given, while all the 
while the analyses 
of 
two differing 
milks may be approximately alike; in 
other words, as I have often explained 
before, the “risibility” of the cream 
and the “churnability” of the same 
are largely influenced by the nature of 
the food, while the chemical analysis 
of the milk Is not Influenced at all. or 
only to a slight degree, or temporarily. 
The whole question, to 
my mind, 
narrows itself down to one point; giv­ 
en that the proper average food for a 
cow 
weighing 
3,000 
pounds 
is 
2a 
pounds of dry matter, having an albu­ 
minoid ratio of 
1:5.5, can I—whilst 
still maintaining the 25 pounds of total 
solids- by alternating the albuminoid 
ratio also alter the proportion of fat 
in the milk? 
That is to say, if I feed 
a cow In the proportion of 
1 :0, 
as 
against 1:4, do I make a corresponding 
difference in the percentage of butter 
fat in the milk yielded? 
I say no. My 
opponents say yes. 
In reply I ask for 
evidence that my statement is wrong, 
and, hitherto, none has been forthcom­ 
ing. The only experiments carried out 
in this country bearing on this partic­ 
ular point that are of any importance, 
so far as I know, are those of 
Mr. 
Spier, as detailed in the Transactions 
of the Highland and Agricultural So­ 
ciety of Scotland, and they decidedly 
bear out my contention. 
On the other 
hand, hundreds, perhaps I may 
say 
thousands, of experiments have been 
carried out in America by many agri­ 
cultural colleges and experimental s ta ­ 
tions, and Professor Henry, in his re­ 
cent work, sums up the results in fa­ 
vor of my contention. 
The 
Vernon 
experiments, carried out by Mr. Lloyd 
some ten years ago, did not bear on 
this point at all, and, indeed, were 
f*arried out for another purpose alto­ 
gether, 
but, 
incidentally, prove 
my 
theory. Further, this theory was en u n ­ 
ciated by Kuhn, in Germany, 
more 
than five and twenty years ago, while 
it is now eight years since I first got 
my faith shaken in the oid belief, and 
had to reconstruct ray creed in the 
matter. 
I am open to accept evidence 
on the point, when such is forthcom­ 
ing. but all the evidence known to me 
on this point of any value bears out 
my theory. The point is of great prac­ 
tical importance, because it is known 
and acknowledged that the albuminoid 
i. aterlal in the food goes directly to 
the production of fat in the milk, and, 
as albuminoid material is the dearest 
kind of food that we can buy in the 
market, if we can reduce the amount 
necessary to keep a cow in full bearing 
condition, we are reducing the cost of 
her feeding; 
as when we substitute 
such cheaper foods as maize meal, mid­ 
dlings and so on. 
Some one may suggest that, if an a n ­ 
imal getting food in the proportion of 
3:(» is doing well enough, why not re­ 
duce it to 1:10 or more, or, if the a n i­ 
mal yields richer milk by getting 1:4, 
why not increase it by 1:2. 
The reply 
is, th a t when you depart, either up 
or down, too far away from the aver­ 
age standard, you introduce a new fac­ 
tor, namely, the health of the animal; 
and this, itself, will have a great in­ 
fluence on the quality as well as the 
quantity of milk. 
If the food is ex­ 
cessively rich, or excessively poor, the 
digestive organs of the cow will be 
upset, and dietetic diseases of various 
sorts, such as indigestion, bile, and 
even 
hunger, show themselves, and 
these directly affect the milk yield. 
One docs not break with the beliefs 
of bis youth very easily, and I have 
heen hard to convince, myself, that 
the quality of the milk did not directly 
depend on the quality of the food; but 
when all the experiments that have 
actually been tried on the point bear 
out the new theory, and when all the 
ordinary beliefs of the practical man 
can be explained away under one or 
other of the above influences, 
and 
when no experiments are forthcoming 
which actually do prove this alleged 
influence on the milk, then I am bound 
to come to the conclusion that the 
quality of the food, by itself alone, has 
little or nothing to do with the qual­ 
ity of the milk.

D orking and Indian Oarno Cross. 


1 do not think it matters in the least 
what liens are selected from the Dor- 
kins for breeding table fowls so long 
as they are of good shape and are :*i 
such store condition as to ensure their 


being healthy and capable of breeding 
healthy chickens. 
It is true 
enough 
that some Dorkings may be picked out 
in preference to others it 
"tip-top” 
quality be desired, says a writer 
in 
Farm and Home of England. 
For ex­ 
ample, if there be a “ best breed” of 
fable fowls in our country it must be 
, the rose-combed white Dorking. 
The 
, quality of the meat cannot be surpass­ 
ed, the color of the flesh is exceedingly 
good, the shape of 
fowl cannot be 
improved upon, and the size is suffi- 
cx ntly large without any tendency to 
coarseness. 
The weak point of 
the 
breed is its delicacy of constitution, 
but if this can bo overcome by select­ 
ing really robust specimens there can­ 
not be a better bird to mate with the 
Indian Game 
cock. 
There 
are, 
of 
course, hardy 
white 
Dorkings 
and 
hardy sliver grey or colored Dorkings, 
but I should not expect to find them 
in exhibition yards. 
The eggs 
from 
this cross should certainly be good for 
incubator hatc hing, provided they are 
fresh, for no breed is 
more prolific 
than the Indian Game cock when they 
are really fertile. 
Dorkings are cer­ 
tainly not adapted for a clay soil, but 
the half-bred chickens would be 
an 
improvement 
in 
this 
respect, 
and 
should answer if reasonable precau­ 
tions are taken. 
I should not consider 
the Dorking the best fowl for keeping 
In confinement, but there is no reason 
why they should not thrive if a fair­ 
sized run can be guaranteed. 
I have 
known Dorkings to do well under such 
circumstances. 
As to the length 
of 
time strong chickens can be looked for 
when the breeding pen has been made 
up six months, much depends upon the 
composition of the individual pen. For 
instance, if the hens are of a non-slc- 
ting breed, and are therefore practical­ 
ly only layers for eight months in the 
year, I should expect the chickens to 
fall off in constitution as the summer 
advances. 
Supposing, 
however, the 
hens are of a sitting type, the case 
would be different. 
At the conclusion 
of each batch of eggs there would bo 
a slight rest, either to remain broody 
upon the nest or to rear chickens or 
ducklings, and there cannot be a doubt 
that this rest would tend to strengthen 
the chicks which might 
be 
hatched 
from the first batch of eggs. The germs, 
too, would be naturally stronger owing 
to the fact that the suspension of lay­ 
ing or the temporary removal of the 
hens would lessen for a time the de­ 
mand upon the services of the male 
bird. 
But when all has been said upon 
this point it cannot be denied th at the 
best plan 
of 
ensuring really strong 
chickens is to take care that the male 
birds should bo rested now and again, 
and the hens shall be selected so that 
the eggs for sitting purposes shall be 
those which aro first laid after a pe­ 
riod of rest. With reference to a cross 
for table purposes between a golden 
Wyandotte cock and Langshan hens, 
if the chickens are desired for home 
use the cross would answer, for the 
birds would be of a good size; if, how­ 
ever, the chicks are to be bred for sale, 
I should seek for something less coarse 
than the Wyandotte, say an active Dor­ 
king, Houdan, Indian or old Englisn 
game, or even the Leghorn. 


H o t W ater for Lire. 
The Messenger says that boiling hot 
water is a lice killer about which we 
read very little in the poultry papers; 
but it does the work very thoroughly, 
and is very cheap. 
In a poultry house 
where the pests have obtained a foot­ 
hold hot water will greatly assist in 
their extermination. 
The waste water 
on wash day can be used for this pur­ 
pose, being returned to the stove after 
it has served its end at the washtub 
and reheated. 
If 
the walls, roosts 
and nesting boxes are drenched with 
this the larger proportion of the lice 
will be destroyed instantly, and those 
which escape will meet their fate in 
the coat of whitewash which should 
follow within a day or two. 
If the 
nursery coops are turned upside down 
and hot water sprinkled over the in­ 
ner surface until it flows 
into and 
through every crevice, not 
a single 
louse will survive the treatment. This 
should be done in the forenoon of a 
bright day in order that all dampness 
may be dissipated before the brood re­ 
turns to it at night. 
We have nothing 
laid up against the lice killer makers, 
and have no desire to 
injure 
their 
business, but everybody 
cannot buy 
these things; 
and while they are 
a 
convenience, it is just as well to admit 
the fact that they are not a necessity. 
The lice can be conquered more cheap­ 
ly, but to do this involves the expend­ 
iture of more time and labor. 


W a terin g Sheep. 
With dry weather it is essential that 
sheep of all kinds should have at hand 
a liberal supply of 
clean water 
for 
drinking purposes, says F arm er 
and 
Stockbreeder. 
Some think that sheep 
do not require water, but this is 
a 
most 
erroneous notion. 
Sheep, like 
most domesticated animals, require 
a 
certain amount of liquid, and though, 
in wet weather, or when on roots, etc., 
they need but very little, they even 
then do better with a supply at hand. 
On the other hand, when the weather 
is dry, and the food containing little 
or no moisture, it is imperative that a 
supply should be at hand where it can 
be used at will, and then no harm can 
or will result. 
But it is necessary to 
remind one that if thirsty and parched 
sheep are 
driven to 
the water, 
in 
either pond or brook, great care must 
be taken th at they 
do not get 
too 
much; this danger never arises when 
the supply is always open to them, for 
they will only take that which they 
require. 
An important point, too, *s 
that the water should be fresh 
and 
sweet, not stagnant or stale, but the 
latter is far preferable to none. 
The 
trifling cost that may be incurred in 
providing the water will be found to 
be far and aw*ay paid for by the great­ 
er increase in weight of the sheep, if 
fattening, and by their general health- 
fulneaa of store.

When all factors are taken into ac­ 
count, it can easily be seen th at a 
possible effect of the food on the milk 
must be reduced to a very small pro­ 
portion indeed, writes P. McConnell in 
Agricultural Gazette, England. 
It Is 
of 
course 
acknowledged 
that 
the 
amount of food, and the richness of 
the same, influence the quantity of the 
milk, and that this influence is imme­ 
diate, and it has been shown that the 
nature of the food has a very great 
influence on the percentage of cream 
which can be taken off milk by the 
old fiat pan system, or the proportion 
of butter which can be made out of a 
given quantity of milk, by even the 
most modern appliances; but this in­ 
fluence operates actually, without in­ 
fluencing the analysis of the milk it­ 
self. 
The amount of cream thrown up 
on milk is such a misleading guide 
that It has long ago been given up in 
the milking tests of the British Dairy 
F arm ers’ Association, and we now de­ 
pend 
on 
an 
analysis 
alone, 
while 
American 
experiments 
have 
shown 
that in the amount of butter which can 
be recovered from a given quantity of 
milk there may be a variation of as 
much as 50 per cent, depending on the 
nature of the food given, while all the 
while the analyses of two differing 
milks may be approximately alike; in 
other words, as I have often explained 
before, the “risibility” of the cream 
a n i tho “churnability” of the same 
are largely Influenced by the nature of 
the food, while the chemical analysis 
of the milk is not influenced at all, or 
only to a slight degree, or temporarily.

H ow O strich es Hun. 


Considerable misconception prevails 
as to the m anner in which the ostrich 
runs. 
It seems to be still generally 
held that when running it spreads out 
Its wings, and aided by them skims 
lightly over the ground. This is not 
correct. When a bird really settles it­ 
self to run it holds its head lower 
than usual and a little forward, with a 
deep loop in the neck. T he neck vi­ 
brates sinuously, but the head remains 
steady, thus enabling the bird, oven at 
top speed to look around with unshak- 
( n glance In any direction. The wings 
lie along the sides about on a level 
with or a little higher than the back, 
and are held loosely, just free of the 
plunging “ thigh.” There is no attempt 
to hold them extended or to derive any 
assistance from them as organs of 
Hight. W hen an ostrich, after a hard 
run, is very tired its wings Sometimes 
droop; this is duo to exhaustion. They 
are never, by a running bird exerting 
itself to the utmost, held out away 
from the sides to lighten its weight or 
increase its pace. But tho wings appear 
to be of great service In turning, en­ 
abling the bird to double abruptly even 
when going at top speed. -F rom the 
Zoologist.

still maintaining the 25 pounds of total 
solids—by alternating the albuminoid 
ratio also alter the proportion of fat 
in the milk?

In reply I ask for 
evidence that my statement is wrong, 
and, hitherto, none has been forthcom­ 
ing. The only experiments carried out 
in this country bearing on this partic­ 
ular point th at are of any importance, 
so far as I know, are those of 
Mr. 
Spier, as detailed in the Transactions 
of the Highland and Agricultural So­ 
ciety of Scotland, and they decidedly 
bear out my contention. On the other 
hand, hundreds, perhaps I may 
say 
thousands, of experiments have been 
carried out in America by many agri­ 
cultural colleges and experimental sta­ 
tions, and Professor Henry, in his re ­ 
cent work, sums up the results in fa­ 
vor of my contention. 
The 
Vernon 
experiments, carried out by Mr. Lloyd 
some ten years ago, did not bear on 
this point at all, and, indeed, were 
carried out for another purpose alto­ 
gether, 
but, 
incidentally, prove 
my 
theory. Further, this theory was e n u n ­ 
ciated by Kuhn, in Germany, 
more 
than five and twenty years ago, while 
it is now eight years since I first got 
my faith shaken in the old belief, and 
bad to reconstruct ray creed in the 
matter. 
I am open to accept evidence 
on the point, when such is forthcom­ 
ing, but all the evidence known to me 
on this point of any value bears out 
my theory. The point is of great prac­ 
tical importance, because it is known 
and acknowledged th at the albuminoid 
r. aterial in the food goes directly to 
the production of fat in the milk, and, 
as albuminoid material is the dearest 
kind of food that we can buy in the 
market, if we can reduce the amount 
necessary to keep a cow in full bearing 
condition, we are reducing the cost of 
her feeding; 
as when w’e substitute 
such cheaper foods as maize meal, mid­ 
dlings and so on. 
Some one may suggest that, if an a n ­ 
imal getting food in the proportion of 
1:6 is doing well enough, why not re­ 
duce it to 1:10 or more, or, if the an i­ 
mal yields richer milk by getting 1:4, 
why not increase it by 1:2. 
The reply 
is, th at when you depart, either up 
or down, too far away from the aver­ 
age standard, you introduce a new’ fac­ 
tor, namely, the health of the animal; 
and this, itself, will have a great in- 
lluence on the quality as well as the 
quantity of milk, 
lf the food is ex­ 
cessively rich, or excessively poor, the 
digestive organs of the cow will be 
upset, and dietetic diseases of various 
sorts, such as indigestion, bile, and 
oven 
hunger, show themselves, and 
these directly affect the milk yield. 
One does not break with the beliefs 
of his youth very easily, and I have 
been hard to convince, myself, that 
the quality of the milk did not directly 
depend on the quality of the food; but 
when all the experiments that have 
actually been tried on the point bear 
out the new theory, and when all the 
ordinary beliefs of the practical man 
can be explained away under one or 
other of the above influences, 
and 
when no experiments are forthcoming 
which actually do prove this alleged 
Influence on the milk, then I urn bound 
to come to the conclusion th at the 
quality of tho food, by itself alone, has 


being healthy and capable of breeding 
healthy chickens. 
It Is true 
enough 
that some Dorkings may be picked oui 
in preference to others it 
"tip-top” 
quality be desired, says a writer 
in 
Farm and Home of England. 
For ex­ 
ample, if there be a "best breed” of 
table fowls in our country it must be 
the rose-combed white Dorking. 
The 
quality of the meat cannot be surpass­ 
ed, the color of the flesh is exceedingly 
good, the shape of Ihc fowl cannot be 
improved upon, and the size is suffi­ 
ciently large without any tendency to 
coarseness. 
The weak point of 
the 
breed is its delicacy of constitution, 
but if this can be overcome by select­ 
ing really robust specimens there can­ 
not be a better bird to mate with the 
Indian Game 
cock. 
There 
are, 
of 
course, hardy 
white 
Dorkings 
and 
hardy silver grey or colored Dorkings, 
but I should not expect to find them 
In exhibition yards. 
The eggs from 
this cross should certainly be good for 
incubator hatching, provided they are 
fresh, for no breed is 
more prolific 
than the Indian Game cock when they 
are really fertile. 
Dorkings are cer­ 
tainly not adapted for a clay soil, but 
the half-bred chickens would be 
an 
improvement 
in 
this 
respect, 
and 
should answer if reasonable precau­ 
tions are taken. 
I should not consider 
the Dorking the best fowl for keeping 
in confinement, but there is no reason 
why they should not thrive if a fair­ 
sized run can be guaranteed. 
J have 
known Dorkings to do well under such 
circumstances. 
As to the length 
of 
time strong chickens can be looked for 
when the breeding pen has been made 
up six months, much depends upon the 
composition of the individual pen. For 
instance, if the hens are of a non-sit­ 
ting breed, and are therefore practical­ 
ly only layers for eight months in the 
year, I should expect the chickens to 
fall off in constitution as the summer 
advances. 
Supposing, 
however, the 
hens are of a sitting type, the case 
would be different. 
At the conclusion 
of each batch of eggs there would bo 
a slight rest, either to remain broody 
upon the nest or to rear chickens or 
ducklings, and there cannot be a doubt 
that this rest would tend to strengthen 
the chicks which might 
be 
hatched 
from the first batch of eggs. The germs, 
too, would be naturally stronger owing 
to the fact th at the suspension of lay 
ing or the temporary removal of the 
hens would lessen for a time the de 
mand upon the services of the male 
bird. 
But when all has been said upon 
this point it cannot be denied th a t the 
best plan 
of 
ensuring really strong 
chickens is to take care that the male 
birds should be rested now and again, 
and the hens shall be selected so that 
the eggs for sitting purposes shall be 
those which are first laid after a pe­ 
riod of rest. With reference to a cross 
for table purposes between a golden 
Wyandotte cock and Langshan hens, 
if the chickens are desired for home 
use the cross would answer, for the 
birds would be of a good size; if, how­ 
ever, the chicks are to be bred for sate, 
I should seek for something less coarse 
than the Wyandotte, say an active Dor­ 
king, Houdan, Indian or old Englisn 
game, or even the Leghorn.

The Messenger says th at boiling hot 
water is a lice killer about which we 
read very little in the poultry papers; 
but it does the work very thoroughly, 
and is very cheap. 
In a poultry house 
where the pests have obtained a foot­ 
hold hot water will greatly assist in 
their extermination. 
The waste water 
on wash day can be used for this pur­ 
pose, being returned to the stove after 
it has served its end at the washtub 
and reheated. 
If 
the walls, roosts 
and nesting boxes are drenched with 
this the larger proportion of the lice 
will be destroyed instantly, and tho»e 
which escape will meet their fate in 
the coat of whitewash which should 
follow within a day or two. 
If the 
nursery coops are turned upside down 
and hot water sprinkled over the in­ 
ner surface until it flows 
into and 
through every crevice, not 
a single 
louse will survive the treatment. This 
should be done in the forenoon of a 
bright day in order th at all dampness 
may be dissipated before the brood re 
turns to it at night. 
We have nothing 
laid up against the lice killer makers, 
and have no desire to 
injure 
their 
business, but everybody 
cannot buy 
these things; and while they are 
convenience, it is just as well to admit 
the fact that they are not a necessity. 
The lice can be conquered more cheap 
ly, but to do this involves the expend 
iture of more time and labor.

W a terin g Sheep. 
W ith dry weather it is essential that 
sheep of all kinds should have at hand 
a liberal supply of 
clean water 
for 
drinking purposes, says Farm er 
and 
Stockbreeder. 
Some think th a t sheep 
do not require water, byt this is 
a 
most 
erroneous notion. 
Sheep, like 
most domesticated animals, require 
a 
certain amount of liquid, and though, 
in wet weather, or when on roots, etc., 
they need but very little, they even 
then do better with a supply at hand. 
On the other hand, when the weather 
is dry, and the food containing little 
or no moisture, it is Imperative th at a 
supply should be at hand where It can 
be used at will, and then no h arm can 
or will result. 
But it Is necessary to 
remind one that if thirsty and parched 
sheep are 
driven to 
the water, 
in ! 
either pond or brook, great care must j 
be taken th at they 
do not get 
too ‘ 
much; this danger never arises when i 
the supply is always open to them, for 1 
they will only take that which they 
require. 
An important point, too, Is 
that the water should be fresh 
and 
sweet, not stagnant or stale, but the , 
latter Is far preferable to none. 
The 
trifling cost th at may be Incurred in 
providing the water will be found to ( 
be tar and away paid tor by the great- 1 
er increase in weight of the sheep, it 
fattening, and by their general health 
fulness of storo.

.VKI insurgents, who stood alongside of the 
road with rifles loaded and cartridges til 
hand. 
When our advance guard reached 
them they m arched alongside and pushed 
us off th e road. They evidently thought 
that they would get into the city at our 
head. T h ere was nothing to do but go on, 
and we found them d ra w n up before the 
gate of th e city and in an a ngry mood ut 
not being allowed inside. Our own camp 
is in continual danger of being looted by 
them, and It is impossible to get wagons 
to ca r ry an y supplies into the city. The 
g u a r d over the tents has been Increased 
and th e probability of fighting Is not all 
over.

Rev. G. \V, Gallagher and family 
have received several interesting let­ 
ters from Manila, written by their 
son, George.

D eaii F a t h e r : 
1 suppose you would 
like to hear something about the bat­ 
tle of Manila. 
We had a hard time 
landing from the City of Para. 
W© 
were transferred to a small steamer 
and then into boats. 
It was pouring 
down rain. 
Three days after we 
landed, we went into the trenches. 
As my luck would have it, 1 got the 
post farthest out beyond our lines. 
I 
lay down in the middle of the road 
with mud half way up to iffy knees, 
the rain pouring down in torrents. 
It 
was pitch dark when i took my posi­ 
tion, 
How strange I felt there! 
I 
was only a hundred yards from the 
Spanish lines. 
1 could hear them 
moving and talking. 
On the 13th of 
August the battle occuirod. We got up 
at half past 4 o’clock in the morning, 
had breakfast at live o’clock, and 
started forward about half past seven, 
got into the advanced tronchesat half 
past eight o’clock, and stayed there 
until the bombardment commenced. 
The roads wore two feet thick with 
mud. 
We had to lay down in the 
mud. 
At ten o’clook the bombard­ 
ment cornmenoed. 
For more than an 
hour thoro were all kinds of shells 
shooting through the air. 
Fourth of 
July was nothing to it. 
Our breast­ 
works wero between the ships ami the 
Spanish forts and lines.
